A Myotery abroad* til* Tragic Death of 


George Arery 


A diversity of opinion prevails con- 


cerning the killing of George A very 
last Saturday morning at Olinghouae 
canyon, about eight miles north of 
Wadsworth. 
Many believe the cir- 


cumstances indicate R foul and pre- 
meditated murder, while others are of 
tbe 'opinion that the shooting was 
wholly accidental. H. L Reed, the 
man who did tbe shooting, eurien- 
dered bimself to the authorities and 
was brought to Reno Sunday morning 
and placed in the county jail. 


Tbe particulars'known seem to bear 


out Reed'a statement that the shoot- 
ing was accidental. They are as fol- 
lows: Heed and A very were living to- 
gether in a cabin at Oliugbonse, where 
they were doing assessment work on 
mining claims. Reed was ill the morn- 
ing on which the shooting occared. 
Avery arose early and prepared break- 
fast for Reed and brought it to the bed- 
side, la sitting up Reed found his 
Kfta, a modern magazine rifle, which 
was always kept near the bed or under 
the mat tree?, in his way. He picked it 
up to move it to another position when 
it went off, the bullet striking Avery, 
who was standing near the door. The 
ball entered the light side near the 
lower rib and came out just below 
the 
left 
nipple, penetrttting 
tbe 


beart, causing almost iuetantaneous 
death. 
After he received the wound 


Avery shrieked with pain and etaggerd 
oat of tfie open door fulling face 
downward 
on 
the 
hillside 
fully 


twenty feet from the cabin. Some men 
who were staying in a cabin about 
twen'y yards distant, hearing tbe shot 
and ory of anguish, ran towards tbe 
seeue of tbe tragedy. Toey met Reed, 
half dressed, running toward _the:u. 
When near enough to speak he said: 
'Boys, I've killed Avery, but it was an 
accident. I weut to shove the gun 
out of my way when it went off and 
killed him." 
After looking at the 


body Feed went back to bed, as be was 
tin very ill. A man wan dispatched 
to Wadswortb to notify the authorities, 
who soon placed Reed under arrest. 


Tbe above is the story which Reed 


tells. Is it false or ia it true? There 
were no witnesses to tbe awful deed 
except the winds and bills. If it be 
true, Aver?, a ter he was shot, turned 
around and walked oat the door. This 
seems improbable, as tbe wound was 
one that woo Id cause almost instan- 
taneous death. On the other hand, 
Avery may have seen Reed aiming the 
«!iin at him, and raahed toward the 
door in an attempt to escape. Then, 
after receiving tbe phot, the momentum 
already gained would have carried him 
to the pUce where he fell. Blood was 
Tonnd on the steps of the cabin and 
on the ground between the door and 
the body. 


The extreme reticence of the prisoner 


and evidence yet unexplained shrouds 
the whole affair in mystery. Auotbar 
ominous feature is the fact that E, R. 
Dodge, the attorney for defense, abso- 
lutely forbids the prisoner being in- 
terviewed. Mr. Dodge hesitatingly ad- 
mits that no.fears tbe prisoner "Would 
be unable to give a plausible account 
of the shooting. 
., 


The preliminary trial will be held as 


soon as tbe prisoner recovers from his 
illness, which is an attack of tbe 
measles. It is thought the attorney 
for defense will enter a plea of insanity 
for the prisoner.

THK FRENCH PRESIDENCY. 


The President of Franca is not elected 


by the people bat by the Senate and 
Chamber of Deputies, in joint session, 
the same as oar United State* Sen- 
ators ure elected in joint convention by 
the State Assembly and Senate. He 
lo elected for seven years. His duties 
present few analogies to those of the 
President of the United States. It was 
the aim of the makers of the French 
Constitution, evidently, to create a 
fUurehead for the K0>erumeut who 
Should ba as far as possible Hbove and 
•part from tho disjnrd of partisan 
politics. lu fact, hia position is as 
near as possibla to thtt of H crowned 
leader of a constitutional monarchy, 
liks that of Great Britain. The Presi- 
dent is not expected to be a dominant 
force in slisping the policy of the 
government. The substitution of one 
President for another therefore means 
no important change in governmental 
policy as in the United States. The 
leading Statesmen of Franca at thn 
time of the establishment 
of 
the 


present Republic, were evidently either 
Dot »o entirely divested of monarchical 
ideas and methods aa to adopt the 
American system of electing a Presi- 
dent, or pise they were too distrnstfu 
of the people to place socb power in 
their bands. This, in the opinion o 
eminent statesmen, was a mistake in 
which is involved the greatest^ danger 
to the French Bepnblic. This' dani?»r 
lies in a Presidential election taking 
place when the meourial people of 
France are agitated over some real or 


opinion ofa large majority of the ad- 
vocates of pure and wholesome water, 
that bills drawn by »n attorney of the 
water company are for the purpose of 
hinderance and delay and with the 
view to the absolute destruction of all

Perhaps, under 
aimilmr conditions, which are liable to 
occur at any time, the elective power 
will prove more he-id-stroug, which 
would precipitate the averted Janeer 
which threatened the Republic in 189i. 
The Dreyfus matter was the only 
cause of dissention in. France at the 
time of the death of tbe Into President, 
but it was perrmps fortunate that tbe 
election came off so BOOU as to give 
little timB for pretenders and nrm.v 
office.-a to carry out schemes hostile to 
the Republic before u ne.v chief ITUKIB- 
trpte was seated. Rut uuder even 
these fa-vorablo condition?, tbe dis- 
patches relate iisEallmaat of the new 
President by tbe Nationalists and anti- 
Semitic press, more violent and thick- 
ening tb-m was ever experienced bj 
auy Ameiicrtti President so soou after 
his elet'tiou or inauguration in office. 
Tbe f ramers of the French cotfstitmion 
made the sama mistake iu regard to 
the election of Proaideut that ou> 
fore-fathers 
rlid 
in preventing the 


people from electing by popular vote 
their United States Senators.

The point made by Ghsirmsn Os- 


buru in relation to the County Re- 
corder having the vetoing power of 
nulifying tbe unanimous ao'iou of the 
five members of the City Council, ap- 
pears to us unanswerable.
